liam, turning east to Water, and not till 
then did the erew learn that the fire was 
located near Eatt MHJP, two blocks south. 
Under the present system the crew* bfive 
the firea indefinitely located, i>ud itiey 
are compelled to skirmish about several 
blocks before they reach tbe scene. With 
the electric system and use of fire boxes, 
such as were proposed some months ago, 
a fire could be located within a certain 
block and 
the 
department apparatus 


could reach the scene of a conflagration 
in short order. This system has been in 
use in Blooming'on and other cities many 
years.

went for Caswell with a shot-gnu, eend- 
ing him to Cairo, this state, where Mrs. 
Caswell j ,ined him, but toe couple didn't 
live happily together, and be sent her 
home again. In 68 Caswell removed to 
Bement, Fiatt county, and in December 
of that year he got a divorce from bis 
wife, alleging abandonment, the late 
Judge Gallagher, of Decatur, granting 
the decree. At Columbus, Ohio, Oaswell 
married again. He has six children by 
wife No. 2, and a grown daughter by 
wife No. 1. Mrs. Caswell No. 1 has spent 
17 years searching for her husband, whom 
she alleges procured the divopce through 
perjury and fraud, and now in her action 
she wants Judge Smith to set aside the 
alleged fraudulent decree, and give her 
her share of Caswell's large property, 
annulling the second msrrioge and bas- 
tardizing the six children. 


Mr. Oaswell was in the city the other 


day. 
He is a millwright and does a large 


business at Nashville. In 1868 Mr Cas- 
well was engsged in Decatur with Fred. 
Koremeyer in tbe plumbing business, and 
has a large circle ot acquaintances in 
Ibis section. 


A Pardon Probable. 


The papers in the application for tbe 


pardon of John F. BurreD, who waa ten- 
tenoed to five years in tbe penitentiary at 
Cbeeter, on conviction ot embezzling sev- 
eral thousand dollars ot the fnndi of the 
Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. M. of tbe 
state during the eight years he was secre- 
tary, were completed Saturday and the 
case was laid before the Governor. Bur- 
rell'e wife and her attorney had an inter- 
view with the Governor, and he will take 
tbe case under advisement, but will prob- 
ably not take any action until after the 
meeting of the Grand Lodge, in October. 
The petition is signed .by Judge Welch, 
who presided at tp.e trial, by the state's 
attorney and the prosecuting attorney 
employed by the Grand Lodge, by nine 
of the jurors, and a large number ot Ma- 
sons throughout the state ,and his pardon 
is asked for on the ground of sufficiency 
of punishment. He has over a year yet 
to serve.

Death of Emery A, Storrs. 


Emery A. Storrs, the eminent Chi- 


cago lawyer, died suddenly on Sat- 
urday morning at Ottawa, where he 
had been lor some days attending 
the term of the Supreme Court. He 
had been somewhat indisposed for 
several days, but had at no time 
been confined to hia room, and his 
condition was not considered alarm- 
ing by his physician and friends. 
Death is supposed to have resulted 
from paralysis of the heart. 


Mr. Storrs was one of the greatest 


orators of this age, and to hear him 
at his best was a treat warth travel- 
ing far to enjoy. 
He was a great 


lawyer as well as a great orator, and 
his services were always in demand, 
but it is to be regretted that his su- 
perb abilities and his matchless elo- 
quence were so often brought into 
requisition to subserve questionable 
ends—that he was always ready, for 
a fee, to prostitute his remarkable 
powers as an advocate to securing 
immunity for the most notorious 
criminals. According to the popular 
idea, however, it is the province of 
the lawyer to engage in any service 
of this character which promises an 
adequate reward, but it will always 
be a source of regret that such emi- 
nent ability as that possessed by Mr. 
Storrs should not be able to find full 
scope for its display and proper re- 
turn for Us exercise on behalf of 
right and justice, rather than as the 
defender and apologist for crime. 
Nor does it require a very profound 
degree of philosophical reasoning 
to enable one to account for cer- 
tain idiosyncraoies in Mr. Storrs' 
•character, whereby ho suffered much 
in public esteem, since it would be 
nothing wonderful for a man's own 
sense of honor and integrity to be- 
come dolled by so frequent contact 
with those who have no sensibilities 
of that kind to trouble them 
Who 


shall say, now that he is dead, that 
his life would not have been more 
fruitful for good if his pre-eminent 
powers had found full play in a dif- 
ferent direction, or that the personal 
peculiarities which marred his char- 
acter w)uld have been BO prom- 
inent if his efforts had been directed 
towards the punishment of criminals 
rather than towards their acquittal? 
He was an astute lawyer, a magnifi- 
cent orator, a clear-headed man, 
with many of the elements of popu- 
larity about him, and it is a pity 
that he should have so often misap- 
plied the remarkable traits which, if 
properly exercised, would have made 
him a four fold greater man than he 
was.

The Soldiers' Home. 


The settlement of the question as 


to the location of the Soldiers' Home 
will not be reached until about the 
last of the month, and there is natu- 
rally a good dealt of interest mani- 
fested as to the result. 
Word comes 


from Springfield that the matter has 
virtually settled down to & contest 
between that city and Decatur. 
If 


this be true it is hard to conceive 
how the decision can be otherwise 
than for Decatur, if the commission- 
ers adhere to the rule that they have 
so often proclaimed as the one which 
should govern their action—that the 
place having the highest rating ac- 
cording to the ecale adopted by 
them would be chosen as the loca- 
tion. The rating of the different 
locations is a matter kept secret by 
the commissioners, of course, but it 
would be difficult to make anyone 
believe that the rating of Springfield 
could be higher than that of Deea- 
tur, without some sort of hocus-po- 
cus arrangement such as the gentle- 
men composing the commission are 
not capable of resorting to. In the 
matter of centrality of position, 
healthfulness 
and 
accessibility 


Springfield is in no sense superior to 
Decatur, while as to water, drainage 
and elevation Decatur is far ahead 
of the capital city. In nothing has 
Springfield any advantage over De- 
catur, while in many particulars our 
location is far superior to that offer- 
ed by our competitor. If the com- 
missioners do not change their fre- 
quently expressed purpose to locate 
the Home solely upon merit, then 
Springfield will never be selected— 
unless they have ideas as to merit 
which do not commend themselves 
to the ordinary mind. 


THE determination of the Missis- 


•'ppi Republicans to put no state 
ticket in the field this year and their 
reasons for it, form a sad commen- 
tary upon 
American institutions. 


They proclaim to the world that it 
is useless to make an attempt to 
elect a Eepublican ticket in that 
state, although they have an un- 
doubted maj >rity of the legal votes.

GEORGIA 
LANDS. 


Peculiar Conditions Attached to Grants Un- 


der the Colonial Charter. 


The colony of Georgia was estab- 


lished m 1733 under a charter from the 
King of Great Britain, and during tho 
first twenty years of its existence all 
grants of land were made by tho trus- 
tees under this charter. These grants 
were limited to tracts not exceeding 
five hundred acres and coupled with 
many conditions that to the present 
generation seem extremely harsh and 
not entirely free from absurditj-. 
For 


example, tho grants were limited to 
the male heirs of the grantees. Tha 
object of this seemingly unfair regula- 
tion was to preserve 
the 
military 


strength of the province, as a female 
heir might be unmarried and thus with- 
draw from the garrison the portion 
which should belong to a soldier. Nor 
were the grantees at first allowed to 
soil their grants, because this privilege 
being permitted, the lands which should 
be apportioned among many might be- 
come centered in a few. 
On failure of 


male heirs the land at once reverted to 
the trustees, to be again granted to 
such persons as the Common Council 
should think most advantageous to the 
colony. The rules, however, contained 
at least one element of justice, as the 
widows of grantees dying without issue 
were, during their lives, entitled to the 
enjoyment of the house and one-ball 
the improved lands \vhich their joint 
labors had created; and special regard 
was had for daughters (presumably 
those with husbands) of those who had 
made improvements upon their lots. 


It was also provided that the land 


granted should be cultivated, planted, 
cleared, improved, or fenced within ten 
years from date of the grant, else such 
grant should be void and the land so 
unimproved 
should 
revert 
to 
the 


trustees. 


Another condition attached to the 


earlier grants wao that each person 
should plant one hundred white mul- 
berry trees. The projectors of the future 
great State of Georgia regarded the 
cultivation of silk as the foundation of 
her future wealth. 


As the years rolled by it became 


more and more apparent that the silk 
worm would prove a failure, hence that 
industry ceased to bo fostered by the 
the colonist. 
One large trust lot in the 


present city of Savannah was set apart 
for the "filature lot," whereupon was 
erected a huge'wooden structure, speci- 
ally appropriated to the promotion of 
silk culture. This lot is now cvoered 
by a range of brick tenements. 


In the earlier period of her history 


the known "Georgia," so far as the 
records disclose, was confined to the 
low lands along the coast and the 
banks of tho Savannah 
River. 
Tho 


deeds all describe the land as in the 
"province" of Georgia, and in the dis- 
tricts of Savannah, Ebenezer, Ogee- 
chee, etc. 
After tho termination of 


the charter, in 1753 or thereabouts, all 
giants emanated from tho Crown, and 
were tested by tho Governor General 
ftnd Commander-m-Chief for the time 
being. The records render notorious 
the fact that each of these Governors 
took care to "feather his own nest," a? 
large tracts of the most valuable lands 
in the province were sot aside to them. 


In 1753 tho charter of the colony ex- 


pired, but two years prior to that date 
the tuntces deemed it expedient to sur- 
render their trust, which, after various 
negotiations, waiaccompl shed in 1752. 
Their la*t meeting was held on Juno 
2.3 of that year, when they executed a 
formal deed of surrender to the crown. 


The records of deeds, mortgages, 


wills, etc,, which are now preserved in 
the offices of clerks of Superior Courts 
and ordinaries, were, during tho col- 
onial era, kept in an office which was 
tho equivalent to that of Secretary of 
State to-day. The records are now in 
the Capitol, and are in an excellent 
state of preservation. 
They cover tho 


entire period from 1734 to the organ- 
ization of the State Gcnernment.—At- 
lanta Constitution

He avers, more- 
over, that there has not been a single 
prosecution for bigamy or polygamy 
in Utah that has not been instigated 
by women. "Some cranky female," 
he says, "becomes jealous of her 
husband, not receiving as much at- 
tention as she desires, and makes 
a fuss, which comes to the ears of 
the Federal officials, and the result 
is, her husband is arrested and tried, 
and in some cases conviction follows. 
Women that are satisfied with their 
husbands never squeal." It is to be 
hoped, in the interest of morality, 
that there will be widespread marital 
dissatisfaction among the wives of 
the fpolygamists, and that "squeal- 
ing" will become a prevalent femi- 
nine practice in the households of 
the Latter-Day Saints.

THE total of hogs packed in the

THE OLD H6TH REGIMENF. 


Veterans Having a Jolly Reunion 


at Oakland Park—Sketch 


of the Regiment. 


From Xttundaifi Datti, 


The second annual reunion of the olc 


116th Illinois Regiment, which was form 
ed exclusively of Maoon county volun- 
teers, is now in progress at Oakland Park 
and there is a Iar<?e turnout of the olc 
veterans and their families, A basket 
picnic dinner was partaken of at noon, 
and at 2 p, ra, commenced the business 
meeting of the reunion, to be followed by 
short talks. The president of the reunion 
association ia Dr, Ira N, Barnes; Secre- 
tary, Rev. S. M, Baker. The committee 
on invitation were Comrades John H. 
Miller, J. A, Oochran, Fred. Schwab, R, 
D. Wilson and N. M. Baker. 


HISTOBICAL SKEIOH. 


The 116th was sworn into the service 


Sept, 6,1862, with Nathan W. Tupper as 
Colonel. He died at Decatur March 10, 
'64, and lies buried at Greenwood. John 
E. Httddox became Colonel June 7, '65 
Chas. H. Fuller, adjutant, resinned in 
June, 1863, and was succeded by Wm E. 
Crissey. L> man King was the first quar- 
termaster. 
He resigned and was suc- 


ceeded March 2, '62, by Charles F. Em- 
ery, who was promoted to division quar 
termaster in '64 by President Lincoln. 
Ira N. Baruea became the regimental 
surgeon March 26, '63, and served until 
the close of the war. 
J, A, Heckleman, 


the first assistant surgeon, 19 still living; 
and Chaplain N. M. Baker, who remained 
with the regiment diirinj? the war, 13 at 
the reunion to-day. 


The following sketch of the regiment 


is the only one in print, and is taken from 
John W. Smith's History of Macon 
County: 


Tho One Hundred and S1i eenth Illinois 


Volunteers wag made up almost entirely from 
Macon countj-. The companies began to go 
Into camp In the fair ground, near Decatur, 
about the 15th of August, Ib32. Thej- were 
sworn into the Cnlted S tates service on the 6th 
day of September, but ranks not being full, 
were only mustered as a battalion. On the 
olst they were mustered as a regiment. 
Left 


Decatur November 3th, arriving at Cairo on 
the 9th; left on the same evening tor Mem- 
phis, where It remained until the 26th, during 
which time the Fifteenth Army Corps was or- 
ganised under the command of Gen,, W, T. 
Sherman, and was assigned to the First Bri- 
gade, Second Division. The commander of 
this division wag Maj.-Oen. Morgan L. Smith, 
and the brigade commander, Gen. Giles A. 
Smith. From Memphis marched to Talla- 
hatchle, which was reached December 13th. 
On the 20th started down the Mississippi; en- 
tered mouth of theTazoo the2bth, and landed 
about tllteen miles above the mouth of that 
river. On the nest day the battle of Chleka- 
saw began, and continued until the 30th. This 
waa the flrat engagement of the regiment. 
About the 1st ot January, 1863, passed down 
the Yazoo, and sailed up the Mississippi and 
Arkansas rivers to Arkansas Post, where was 
fought the second battle In which this regi- 
ment was engaged, January 10 and 11. On the 


landed at Young's Point, La., opposite 


VlcksDurg. During the winter made attempts 
to get around Vloksburg by canals, etc. In 
the spring crossed the rher near Port Qibson, 
and were under flra at Black Hiver and Cbam- 
plon Hills, and were engaged in the bloody 
charges upon the rear of Vicksburg, May 13 
and 23, and were present at the surrender ot 
that place, July Itn. The nest morolng start- 
ed In search of Gen. Johnston, who was sta- 
tioned beyond Black Klver; followed him un- 
til he took refuge In Jackson, Miss. Byse^ 
eral engagements, drove him beyond the 
Pearl Elver. Went Into camp near Black Riv- 
er, July Nth; the camp was called Camp Sher- 
man. 
Here 
(he regiment remained until 


about the flrst of October, then removed to 
Vicksburg, then sailed to Memphis, and then 
went to Corinth, and then marched for Chatta- 
nooga, which was reached November 21st. On 
the night of the 23d, the llfitn, In company 
with the 6th Missouri, embarked in pontoon 
boats, floated down the Tennessee and landed 
at the mouth ot the Chickamauga, within less 
than one mile of the enemy's entrenchments 
on Missionary Kldge, and held the position 
until the balance of the corps was brought 
over, and captured all of Bragg 9 pickets. 
Then marched to the foot of the ridge on the 
eieclngof the 24th; engaged In asklrmlsh In 
which Giles A. Smith was wounded, the com- 
mandof the br'gade devolving onCol.Tupper. 
On the 35th ware present at the storming of 
Missionary Ridge. Af rer this victory this reg- 
iment waa marched to the relief of Knoxvllle, 
and was constantly on tae move until the 9th 
of January, lib*; then went into winter quar- 
ters at Larkensville, Ala.; remained In quar- 
ters until May lli, and was engaged In the 
charge and capture ot fiesaca; waa at the bat- 
tles of Dallas, May Jo to 5a, and Big Shanty; 
next at Kenc-saw Mountain, on the 27th of 
June; thence crossed the Ciiattahoochie and 
fought ihe battle of Stone Mountain, and 
dro\ e the enemy to the Immediate ilcinitj-of 
Atlanta, whFre toe battle ot June 22d was 
fought, recapturing the vroiks after the ene- 
my had taken them trom us. 


On the Jbth fouii-hi the battle of Ezra Chapel 


In nhicb the enemy was badly beaten and 
drUeu back; moved -up aud formed lines with- 
in bOJ yards ot enemy, August 3d, nt Atlanta, 
and engaged In the siege ot that place, fighting 
the battle ot Jonesboro, the Hrh. which waa 
virtually an end of the siege. Atter the battle 
ot Jooesboro, went into camp at Atlanta, re- 
mained there until orders were glvpn to break 
camp and begin "Sherman s March to thPSea," 
with occasional skirmishes on the march, un- 
til the vicinity of Savannah was rpached; then 
participated In the capture ot Fort McAllister, 
3n Dec. 13. Then the repiment marched to 
Savannah, and entered that city Dec. 21, and 
went into camp. Then took shipping and 
went to Beautort, S. C., and marched thence 
to Pocatalago, and fought a battle there, and 
aart general skirmishing until the city ot Co- 
lumbia was reached, w5nt Into camp after the 
burning of that city; moved thence to Ben- 
tonville, tf. C., and had a severe battle, wont 
into camp, moved thence to Raleigh, which 
surrendered without opposition; thence or- 
dered to Washington, and went into camp and 
remained until ordered home to be musf>red 
out ot service, which was done lune 7,18b5. 
For some unaccountable reason, no men- 


tion is made of the noble record of this regi- 
ment in the Adjutant General s Reports. A 
similar omission is made In the Patriotism of 
Illinois. The brief history ot the regiment 
aboie given was prepared partly trom the 
recollection of Capt. Wm. Grason, and partly 
Irom memoranda furnished by Chaplain N. M. 
Baker, and Surgeon Ira K. Barnes.

vivors of the old 116th Illinois Keuimen 
closed at Oakland Park at four o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. Last evening 
gave a historical sketch of the regiment 
reciting its brave deeds during the war 
It left JDeeatur on Nov. 8, 1862, with 100C 
men in line. In June, '65, at the muster 
out at Washington only 328 of the gal- 
lent regiment were left, and of this num. 
ber S3 were at the reunion yesterday and 
registered their names.

MASSACRED BY REBELS. 


Government Troops Cut fto Piecos at 
Canto, Fora—No Quarter Given. 


PANAMA, September 16.—The battle at 


Canta, Peru, August 15th, turns out to 
hare been a massacre of the Government 
forces, which, under Colonel Torres, 
numbered 450 men, and held Ute town. 
The rebels, 2,000 strong, appeared on the 
hllli earij la tbe morning, aad at once 
made an attack 
from 
all available 


point*. Tbe besieged gallantly repulsed 
(be attack*, bat at noon their ammuni- 
tion became exhausted, and they made a 
last attempt to drive out tbe rebels 
tbat had gained a foothold within ;tbe 
ramparts. A bayonet charge was or- 
dered, and a hand-to-hand fight ensued. 
But It was without avail, and in a few 
moments the Government forces were 
at the mercy ol the enemy, who gave no 
quarter and slaughtered indiscriminate- 
ly, without regard to age or sex. Col- 
onel Panchaa, at the head of some cav- 
alry, cut bis way out. Colonel Rustau- 
vente, whose advice lost the day, blew 
out his brains on the Held. Colonel 
Torres escaped, but 
of ihe SOO men 


under him only 200 escaped. The Caceres 
rebels were under Colonel Bermudez. 
The battalion destroyed was one of tbe 
finest ID the Goverment service, and the 
rebels are correspondingly jubilant.

None of the roads will agree to quoting 
shippers' present rales more than twen- 
ty-lour hours In advance, and all indica- 
tions polat to a speedy advance from all 
interior Western points. 


In this connection tbe statement is 


made by people la the confidence of the 
managers of the Eastern Trunk lines that 
an agreement has already been made 
providing for a seven years' money pool 
on business to the seaboard. As evidence

ANCIENT RECORDS. 


An Interesting Discovery In Egypt—Old 


Manuscripts. 


More than thirty thousand fragment* 


of ancient records have been dug Tip 
from the sands of Egypt, where they 
have rested embalmed during nine cen- 
turies, not very much the worse for the 
interment 
The history of these ven- 


erable documents is remarkable. Prof. 
Karabacek supposes that they must at 
one time have formed part of the public 
archives of £1 Fayoum, and that the 
bulk of these archives perished in a 
conflagration, such as destroyed the 
great library at Alexandria. The fella- 
heen of those days seem to have risen 
in revolt against their natural enemy, 
the tax-gatherer, and possibly they as< 
sociated together the tux-collector and 
the archives a? emblems of the same 
extortion. 
If 
Prof. 
Karabacek is 


right they set fire to El Fayoum and its 
documentary treasures without com- 
punction, and these thirty thousand 
papyri and parchments, some of them 
charred by the fire, alone remain, of the 
collection. 
Prof. Karabacek and his 


coadjutors will have their hands full of 
work for some t:me to come in classi- 
fying what has come to their hands. 
The Professor 
makes a preliminary 


division of the manuscripts into groups 
comprising eleven different languages, 
more than one of which will be abso- 
lutely new to the well-educated reader. 
It is not surprising to learn that the 
key for deciphering tho=e of the manu- 
scripts 
which are styled 
Meroitic- 


Ethiopian has yet to be discovered. 
Merely to decipher those fragments 
which are written in the more familiar 
tongues of Coptic, Hebrew, Syriac, 
Persian, and Arabian requires polyglot 
accomplishments far from 
common 


even among German scholars. 
The 


very papyri on which most of these 
records are written are standing evi- 
dence of the oppression to which tbe 
fellah 
was 
subjected. 
The manu- 


factuure and sale of papyrus was a 
State monopoly, and it ended, as mo- 
nopolies ofteu do, in driving trade else- 
where. The day when paper began 
to take the place of the papyrus plant 
was perhaps tbe seal of the commercial 
decline of Egypt 
But that all refine- 


ment was not crushed 
out of the 


Egyptians who peopled El Fayoum, 
may be inferred from the numerous 
fragments of manuscripts of authors 
comprised in tbe collection. 
Among 


them is a unique specimen of ancient 
mannscrpt—a fragment of Thucydides, 
supposed to be earlier by seven cent- 
uries than tbe earliest extant manu- 
Rcript of that author. 
Altogether, the 


El Fayoum archives may be expected 
to prove one of the most wonderful 
discoveries in this age of discoTerie*.—• 
London Times.

Secretlvenence In Positions of Grave 


He was never a secretive man until 


the positions of retponsib lity in which 
he was placed compelled him to be 
chary of giving 
expression 
to his 


opinions. 
He then learned the force 


of the philosopher's maxim that the 
unspoken word is a sword in the scab- 
bard, while the spoken word is a sword 
in the hands of one's enemy. 


In tbe held there were constant vis- 


itors in camp ready to circulate any 
intimations of the commander's move- 
ments, at the risk of having such valu- 
able information reach the enemy; in 
the White House, every encouraging 
expression of an applicant for favors 
was apt to be tortured into a promise, 
and the President naturally became 
guarded ;n his intercourse with general 
visitors. 
When questioned beyond the 


bounds of propriety, his lips closed like 
a vice, and tbe obtruding party was 
left to supply all the subsequent conver- 
sation. 
These 
circumstances pro- 


claimed him a man who studied to be 
uncommunicative, and gave him a 
reputation for reserve which could not 
fairly be attributed to him. He was 
called the "American Sphyiyc" and 
"Ulysses the Silent,'' and he was pop- 
ularly supposed to move about with 
scaled lips. 


When accompanying him through 


New England the "summer after the 
close of the war. it was snon seen that 
the stories of his reticence had pre- 
ceded him. The trip was the first'of 
those crand ovations with which he 
was always greeted by the people 
through 
whose 
communities 
he 


traveled. 
The train stopped for a 


few minutes at a small town in Maine, 
and the people, as usual, to'ok the op- 
portunity of extending a grnoting aud 
delivering the'r words of welcome. As 
the General stood in Ihe doorway of 
ihe rear par, a tall, gaunt-looking 
woman elbowed her way" through the 
crowd till she got near the platform.
